Miss   Ellen  Terry  as  Nance  Oldfield

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J^y  .J^JL/.JL^JL^L^      X     JL^Jl  V.1  V^  JL    whose  illustrious  name  can  never 
fade  from  the  history  of  the  English  stage,'was  born  in  Coventry — where  her  parents 
were   fulfilling  a  theatrical  engagement — on  February  27,    1848.     As  this  is  purely  a 
personal  record,  there  is  no  occasion  to  enter  into  particulars  of  Miss  Terry's  father 
and  mother,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  they  were  excellent  and  highly-respected 
players.     By  the  same  rule,  it  is  not  necessary  to  dilate  on  the  other   members   of 
this  distinguished  family,  several  of  whom — notably,  Miss  Kate,  and  Miss  Marion. 
Terry,  and   Mr.   Fred   Terry — have   done   so    much   to  grace  our  theatric   boards. 
As  all  the  play-going  world  has  long  since  known,  the  heroine  of  this  brief  sketch 
made  her  first  appearance  on  the  stage  at  the  Princess's  Theatre,  in  Oxford  Street, 
then  the   home   of  Shakespearean    drama.     Charles   Kean,   son    of  the  great   actor, 
Edmund   Kean,   was  the  manager,  and    the    first    night — April    28,    1856 — of  his 
production  of  The  Winter's  Tale  was  honoured  by  the  presence  of  Queen  Victoria, 
Prince  Albert,  and  the   Princess  Royal.     So  that  the   eight-year  old   impersonator 
of  the    boy,    Mamillius,   entered    upon    her    public    career    under    happy    auspices. 
After  The   Winter's  Tale,  which   ran  for  over  a   hundred  nights,  there  came,  on 
October    1 5,   A   Midsummer-Night's    Dream,  and    "  Miss   Ellen   Terry,"   wrote  a 
contemporary  critic,  "  played  the  merry  goblin.  Puck,  a  part   that   requires   an   old 
head  on  young  shoulders,  with  restless,  elfish  animation,  and  an  evident  enjoyment 
of  her   own   mischievous    pranks."     The    child    actress   appeared  in   various   other 
parts  at  the  Princess's — sometimes   playing  two  a  night — and,  on   April   5,   1858, 
she  acted  a  boy,  Karl,  in    a  poor  adaptation   from   the   French,  called  Faust   and 
Marguerite.      In   another   piece,  a   comedietta,   she   was  again   a   boy,  a  "  tiger." 
On  October    18,  of  the  same  year,  she  made  a  striking  success  as  Prince  Arthur 
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in  King  John.  The  newspaper  critics  were  unanimous  in  praise  of  this  ten-year- 
old  actress,  one  of  them  remarking  that  "the  part  of  Arthur  is  played  with  great 
sweetness,  clearness  of  enunciation,  and  delicate  light  and  shade,  by  Miss  Ellen  Terry. 
The  pride,  the  terror,  and  the  love  are  all  thoroughly  childish  and  affecting  from 
the  simplicity  with  which  they  are  portrayed."  The  Kean  management — a 
particularly  brilliant  one,  be  it  observed — having  terminated  in  1859,  the  Terry 
sisters,  Kate  and  Ellen,  were  taken  on  tour,  after  an  experimental  trip  at  the 
Colosseum,  Regent's  Park — a  building  which  Rogers,  the  poet,  pronounced  "  finer 
than  anything  among  the  remains  of  architectural  art  in  Italy" — in  a  drawing-room 
entertainment,  the  first  part  of  which  was  called  Distant  Relations,  the  second 
being  entitled  Home  for  the  Holidays.  The  little  party,  which  included  a 
pianist,  in  addition  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Terry,  toured  for  several  months,  the 
journeys    being  generally  accomplished  by  coach  or  carriage. 

The  young  actress  re-appeared  in  London  in  November,  1861,  at  the 
Royalty  Theatre,  in  an  adaptation  of  Eugene  Sue's  Atar-GuU.  "  Miss  Ellen 
Terry,"  said  the  Athenaum,  "  as  Clementine,  acted  with  an  interesting  naivete^ 
and  had  a  situation  of  some  difficulty  to  realize.  She  is  attacked  in  a  summer- 
house,  the  door  of  which  is  locked,  by  a  large  serpent,  and  forces  her  way  out 
of  the  window,  with  the  coils  about  her  neck,  shrieking  with  terror.  The  young 
lady  depicted  this  fearful  incident  so  naturally  that  she  deservedly  obtained  great 
applause."  From  the  Royalty,  the  juvenile  actress  went  to  the  Theatre  Royal, 
Bristol,  a  house  which,  under  the  management  of  J.  H.  Chute,  possessed  one  of 
the  finest  stock  companies  in  the  country  ;  and  on  September  15,  1862,  in  an 
extravaganza  called  Endymion,  "  made  a  Cupid  who  was  his  own  apology  for 
all  the  influence  he  exerted."  Miss  Terry  played  other  similar  parts  here,  and, 
on  March  4,  1863,  we  find  her  at  Bath,  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the 
new  Theatre  Royal,  as  the  Spirit  of  the  Future  in  the  prologue,  and  as  Titania 
in  A  Midsummer-Night's  Dream.  During  her  engagements  at  Bristol  and  Bath 
she  played  many  parts  and  gained  valuable  experience.  Her  reputation,  also, 
was  such  that,  child  as  she  still  was,  the  Metropolis  again  claimed  her. 

Ellen  Terry  returned  to  London  under  an  engagement  to  support 
E.  A.  Sothern  at  the  Haymarket  Theatre.  And  here,  on  March  19,  1863,  being 
then  only  just  fifteen  years  of  age — she  acted  the  heroine  in  The  Little  Treasure 


Miss  Ellen  Terry  as  Imogen,  1896.  by  Sir   Lawrence  Alma=Tadema,  R.A. 
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— a  version  of  La  Joie  de  la  Maison — with  such  ingenuousness  and  sincerity  that 
she  was  brought  into  particular  prominence.  A  little  later,  she  was  a  "graceful 
and  winning"  Hero  in  Much  Ado  About  Nothing,  During  her  stay  at 
the  Haymarket,  she  also  acted  Lady  Frances  Touchwood  in  The  Belle's  Stratagem, 
Julia  in  The  Rivals,  and  Mary  Meredith  in  Our  American  Cousin.  This  summary 
of  a  lengthy  and  crowded  career  now  brings  us  to  the  Theatre  Royal, 
Holborn,  where,  on  June  8,  1867,  we  find  Ellen  Terry  as  the  heroine  of  a  weird 
melodrama,  called  The  Antipodes,  or  the  Ups  and  Downs  of  Life.  At  another 
vanished  playhouse,  the  Queen's,  in  Long  Acre,  she  acted,  on  October  24  in  the 
same  year,  in  Charles  Reade's  Double  Marriage,  and,  on  November  14,  as 
Mrs.  Mildmay  in  Still  Waters  Run  Deep.  On  December  26,  Katherine  and 
Petruchio  was  revived,  the  occasion  being  noticeable,  as  a  matter  of  stage  history, 
from  the  fact  that,  in  the  respective  characters,  Ellen  Terry  and  Henry  Irving  acted 
together  for  the  first  time,  an  interesting  association  that  was  severed  soon  after- 
wards by  the  retirement  into  private  life  of  the  actress,  and  was  not  revived  until 
eleven  years  later.  Ellen  Terry's  return  to  the  stage  was  made  at  this  same 
Queen's  Theatre  on  February  28,  1874,  in  Charles  Reade's  drama.  The  Wandering 
Heir,  a  play  founded  on  the  Tichborne  case.  In  April,  the  company  gave  a 
few  performances  at  Astley's  Amphitheatre,  and  here,  in  addition  to  the  heroine  of 
the  Wandering  Heir,  Miss  Terry  was  seen  as  Susan  in  It's  Never  Too  Late 
to   Mend. 

The  period  of  probation  was  now  over.  Ellen  Terry  having,  as  a  mere 
child,  played  many  parts,  and,  as  a  still  extremely  youthful  actress,  having  obtained 
invaluable  experience  of  the  stage,  received  an  offer  which  resulted  in  her  wonderful 
personality  being  brought  into  play  with  such  effect  that  the  seal  of  success  was 
set  upon  the  one  great  Shakespearean  actress  of  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  At  the  end  of  1874,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bancroft,  whose  "little  theatre  in 
Tottenham  Court  Road,"  the  old  Prince  of  Wales's,  the  site  of  which  is  now  covered 
by  the  stage  of  the  Scala  Theatre,  was,  thanks  to  the  Robertsonian  plays  and  their 
interpretation,  synonymous  with  success,  determined  upon  a  revival  of  The  Merchant 
of  Venice.  The  revival  was  on  a  most  lavish  scale,  and  the  cast  was  chosen  with 
extreme  care  and  without  regard  to  cost,  but  for  all  that,  and  for  reasons  which 
do  not  concern  us,  it  was  a  failure.     For  one  thing,  however,  the  theatrical  world 
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owes  a  debt  ot  gratitude  tci  the  Bancrofts,  and  that  is  for  giving  to  us,  on  the 
nieniorahle  night  ot  April  17,  1875,  the  enchanting  Portia  ot  Ellen  Terry.  The 
critics  ot  that  day  exhausted  themselves  in  her  praise,  and,  m  more  recent  years, 
this  exquisite  pertormance  has  charmed  countless  thousands  ot  playgoers  in  London, 
in  the  provinces,  and  throughout  Canatla  and  the  United  States  ot  America.  To 
return,  however,  to  the  Bancrott  rcjif)/t'.  The  Merchant  ot  X'enice  gave  way,  on 
May  29,  1875,  to  Money,  in  which  Miss  Terry,  as  Clara  Douglas,  made  another 
remarkable  success.  This  was  followed,  at  a  special  matinee,  on  Jinie  19,  by 
A  Happy  Pair,  with  Miss  Terry  as  Mrs.  Honeyton.  Her  next  great  hit,  however, 
was  as  Pauline  in  a  single  pertormance  of  The  Lady  ot  l-yons,  at  the  l-'rincess's 
Theatre,  on  August  7  ot  the  same  year.  Once  more  the  critics  exhausted 
themselves  in  eulogy.  Money  hati  a  lengthy  rim,  and  it  was  not  until  November  6, 
1875,  ^^^'^^  '"^  ^^'^^  succeeded  by  Masks  and  l''aces,  with  Miss  Terry  as  Mabel 
Vane.  On  May  6,  1876,  she  acted  her  last  part  in  the  historic  little  playhouse 
ofi-  Tottenham  Court  l^oad  -  Blanche  Haye,  in  a  revival  ot  Ours.  She  then  joined 
Mr.  John  Hare's  company  at  the  Court  Theatre,  and  here  she  appeared,  in 
November,  1876,  in  Brothers,  ami,  in  December,  in  New  Men  and  Old  Acres.  In 
the  latter  piece,  which  was  only  put  up  as  a  stop-gap,  but  which,  nevertheless, 
enjoyed  a  prolonged  career,  she  made  another  step  on  the  ladder  of  tame,  despite 
the  tact  that  there  is  not  much  opportunity  tor  the  actress  in  the  character  of 
Lilian  X'avasour.  On  March  1,  1B77,  Ellen  Terry  made  her  first  appearance 
on  the  stage  ot  Drury  Lane,  to  which  she  returns  to-da)'  in  her  Jubilee  Com- 
memoration pertormance,  ami,  curiously  enough,  tor  the  first  time.  The  occasion  was 
the  benefit  ot  Henry  Compton,  and  she  appeared  as  Georgina  Vesev  in  Money. 
Remaining  at  the  Court  Theatre,  she  next  played  there,  in  October,  1877, 
in  The  House  ot  Darnley,  a  posthumous  play  by  Lord  Lytton,  which,  being  a 
prompt  failure,  was  succeetled,  in  January,  '878,  by  Victims,  which  was  also 
unsuccessful,  and   in   which   the  subject   ot  this   sketch   had   a  very   poor   part. 

Then  came,  on  March  30,  the  dramatisation,  by  the  late  \V.  (i.  \\'ills,  ot 
The  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  called  Olivia.  The  beauty  of  Miss  Terry's 
impersonation  was  instantly  recognisetl,  and,  in  subsec]uent  years,  this  most 
extpiisite  performance  delighted  hundreds  of  audiences  in  America,  as  well  as  in 
England.       Olivia  ran   throughout  the  season  at  the   Court  Theatre.       During  the

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summer,  Miss  Terry  appeared  in  the  provinces,  acting  Olivia,  and  also  playing 
two  new  parts— one  in  a  little  classical  comedy.  The  Cynic's  Defeat,  or.  All  is 
Vanity  ;  the  other,  Dora,  in  Charles  Reade's  version  of  Tennyson's  poem.  Olivia 
is  an  important  landmark  in  the  career  of  the  actress,  for  it  brought  her  an 
offer  from  Henry  Irving,  who  was  then  on  the  eve  of  his  own  management  of  the 
Lyceum  Theatre.  Accordingly,  when,  on  December  30,  1878,  the  house 
re-opened  for  Henry  Irving's  first  season,  Ellen  Terry  was  the  Ophelia.  The 
revival  was  a  great  success,  for  it  achieved  a  run  of  one  hundred  and  eight 
nights — the  tragedy,  be  it  noted,  had  been  previously  played  by  Henry  Irving 
for  two  hundred  consecutive  times,  the  longest  run  of  Hamlet  on  record.  The 
new  Ophelia  was  hailed  with  rapture  on  all  sides,  and,  following  as  it  did  on 
Miss  Terry's  charming  rendering  of  Portia  and  Olivia,  it  placed  her  firmly  in 
the  first  rank  of  English  actresses.  The  subsequent  history  of  Ellen  Terry  is 
very  largely  that  of  the  Lyceum  Theatre  under  the  management  of  Henry 
Irving.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  record  to  enter  into  a  detailed  account 
of  the  various  impersonations  of  this  great  actress,  but,  for  purposes  of  reference, 
I  give  the  list  of  parts  played  by  Miss  Terry  at  the  Lyceum,  together  with  the 
dates  of  production  :

The  above  list  by  no  means  exhausts  the  great  number  of  characters 
impersonated  by  Miss  Terry  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  or  so.  Thus, 
for  instance,  during  the  autumn  of  1879,  when  The  Bells  and  The  Iron  Chest 
were  being  given  at  the  Lyceum,  she  was  seen  in  the  principal  provincial  towns 
in  New  Men  and  Old  Acres,  in  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  and  as  Lady  Teazle 
in  scenes  from  The  School  for  Scandal.  And,  at  Glasgow,  on  September  12  of 
that  year,  she  acted  the  title-role  in  Butterfly,  an  English  version  of  Frou-Frou. 
Again,  in  the  autumn  of  the  year  following — ^while  the  Corsican  Brothers,  in  which 
there  was  no  part  for  her,  was  being  represented  at  the  Lyceum — she  went  on 
tour.  The  Merchant  of  Venice  being  her  chief  play.  At  the  Grand  Theatre,  Leeds, 
on  October  3  of  that  year — 1880 — she  appeared  for  the  first  time  as  Beatrice  in 
Much  Ado  About  Nothing.  Two  other  parts  were  impersonated  by  her  in 
1894  and  1896.  On  June  5  of  the  former  year  she  created  the  part  of  Lady 
Soupire  in  the  one-act  play.  Journeys  End  in  Lovers  Meeting,  at  a  benefit  matinee. 
At  Chicago,  on  March  1 3  of  the  latter  year,  Henry  Irving  produced  Godefroi  and 
Yolande,  the  first  play  from  the  pen  of  his  second  son,  Laurence,  and  in  this 
Miss  Terry  acted   Yolande.     It   should  also   be  recorded   that,  during  Sir  Henry 
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Irving's  last  season  at  the  Lyceum,  she  played  the  Queen  in  Charles  I.  and  Portia. 
She  impersonated  the  latter  character,  to  the  Shylock  of  the  great  actor,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  final  performance  given  prior  to  the  demolition  of  the  Lyceum, 
July   19,   1902. 

It  must  also  be  chronicled  that  the  subject  of  this  sketch  accompanied  the 
actor-manager  of  the  Lyceum  on  seven  of  his  American  tours — on  all  but  his 
last  one  in  the  United  States.  Her  first  appearance  in  America  was  made  at  the 
Star  Theatre,  New  York,  on  October  30,  1883,  as  the  Queen  in  Charles  I.  Miss 
Terry  was  the  Mistress  Page  in  the  revival  of  The  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor  at 
His  Majesty's  Theatre,  on  June  10,  1902.  At  that  house,  on  the  actual  date  of 
her  Jubilee,  she  played  the  same  part  amid  a  scene  of  the  utmost  enthusiasm. 
Miss  Terry  entered  into  management  on  her  own  account  at  the  Imperial  Theatre, 
on  April  1 5,  1 903,  on  which  date  she  produced  an  Ibsen  play — The  Vikings  at 
Heligoland.  She  followed  this,  on  May  23,  with  a  revival  of  Much  Ado  About 
Nothing.  After  her  London  season,  she  toured  the  provinces,  acting  Beatrice  and 
Portia.  Her  latest  success  was  made  as  the  heroine  of  Captain  Brassbound's 
Conversion  at  the  Court  Theatre.      She  is  still  impersonating  that  character.
